Announcement this afternoon 
of the candidacy of R. C. Nor- 
ton, well-known Upland pion- 
eer, for a place on the city 
council, was received 
with general surprise and grat- 
ification. Mr. Norton consented 
to become a candidate for 
councilmanic honors only after 
William Springer, incumbent, 
decided definitely that he could 
not be a candidate to succeed 
himself. 

Few Upland men enjoy a 
wider popularity than does Mr. 
Norton, who is peculiarly well 
fitted for a place on the coun- 
cil in that he was one oi‘; the 
men who 20 years ago took 
an active part in the incorpor- 
ation of the city and was its 
first city clerk, serving in that 
capacity for two terms, 

Mr. Norton, who is vice- 
president of the Commercial 
National Bank, in which capa- 
city he has served for a num- 
ber of years, has always been 
prominently identified with 
Upland’s progressive civie 
moves.

Councilman William 
Springer, who recently, under 
protest, consented to become 
a candidate to succeed himself, 
withdrew his nomination 
papers today. There are two 
places to fill on the city board 
next month, the terms of Mayor 
Buffington and Councilman 
Springer having expired. City 
Clerk E. C. Mehl and City 
Treasurer 0, E. Atwood are as 
yet without opposition for re- 
election. Tuesday is the last 
day for filing nomination 
papers for the coming muni- 
eipal election.

Starting at San Bernavdino, it is proposed that the new 
Arrow Boulevard shall run west through Rialto parallel to 
and south of the Foothill Boulevard, thence passing through 
the center of Bloomington and west to Upland, where Ninth 
street, passing through the heart of the business district, will 
form the connecting link. Continuing west, the new route 
will pass through the business sections of Claremont, La Verne,

WEIGHT IN GOLD 


Scores of Upland people who

$25,000. But the fact is that 
the dilapidated machine is in 





reality mute evidence of a 
erash which is placing three 
separate suits of the total 


amount mentioned on the cal- 
endar of the Superior court 
of Los Angeles county. 

These suits were filed Fri- 
day against Olle Smith, Olinda 
oil worker, and his son Albert, 
by J. E. Grossnickle, his wife, 
Alma and his brother, S. R. 
Grossnickle, all of Laguna 
Beach. The Grossnickle broth- 
ers are both carpenters. 

The claims resulted from in- 
juries which the three plain- 
tiffs claimed to have sustained 
when hurled from J. E. Gross- 
nickle’s automobile following 
collision with a car driven by 
young Smith. The accident 
occurred in Brea canyon last 
October 30, 

S. R. Grossnickle, asked $15,- 
428.55 for his injuries, loss of 
wages and medical expenses. 
He suffered a 12-inch scalp 
wound which has, he claims, 
left his hearing and vision still 
impaired and causes pain in his 
eyes, ears, head and neck. He 
lost the use of one arm for 
a month, had his lower teeth 
loosened and false upper plate 
broken, he alleged.

One of the most interesting and 
valuable lines of experimental 
work conducted by the Division 
of Pomology of the University of 
California, is that of its root- 
stock and nursery trials, in the 
opinion of Dr. W. L. Howard, 
head of the division. 

Seeds of deciduous 
were secured in this and 
countries, stratified during winter, 
and are now planted in the nurs- 
ery. Stratification is a common 
treatment given hard-coated seeds 
of fruits before planting. Alter- 
nate layers of sand and seeds are 
paced in a box or pit during win-} 
ter and kept cool. Under this 
treatment the seeds more readily 
germinate and a better stand of 
seedlings in the nursery row 3

A thorough test will also be 
made of the Morello cherry as a 
root stock. This cherry has been 
planted in some parts of Cal'- 
fornia by Italian growers as a 
stock for cherry orchards on wet 
and heavy soil and has given very 
results where most stocks 
do not thrive. Cherries budded 
on Morello make small trees 
which come in bearing very young 
and never fail to produce crops. 
The fruit can be picked from a 
six-foot ladder. 

Dr. Howard located special trees 
of this cherry in the east, and se- 
cured seeds which have been 
planted in the nursery at the Un- 
versity Farm. The seedlings will 
be given thorough trial on var- 
ious soil types and in many lo- 
ealities of the state.

A seventy-five horse power 
caterpillar is at work in the 
rugged country through which 
the road goes. This big ma- 
chine was secured last week 
and is speeding up the work. 
There are 24 men and 24 head 
of stock on the job. 

Because of the nature of the 
soil, which is as fine as dust 
in places, it has been found 
necessary to put a surface of 
gravel on a portion of the 
road. This is being hauled by 
wagon.

Big Water Improvements 
Vast improvement of the mun-; 
icipal water system, including the 
construction of a_ 190,000,000-gal- 
lon reservoir on a site just pur- 
chased at Campus Avenue and 
Eighth Street, the installation of 
a new heavy duty booster pump, 
and the construction of new pipe 
lines connecting the proposed res- 
ervoir with the city wells on 
East Fourth Street and the pres- 
ent reservoir on West WBighth 
Street, was seen in the action 
of the city council last night in 
purchasing some 11,000 feet of 
required pipe and In considering 
bids for the purchase of a pump, 
a gas engine and an electric mo- 
tor. The proposed improvements 
will give Ontario a domestic 
water system second to none in 
California, it is said, and _ will 
greatly increase the fire-fighting 
facilities of the city. 
Buy New Pipe 

Contract for the purchase of 
11,000 feet of pipe, ranging from 
12 to 16 inches in diameter, was 
awarded to the Lacey Manufac- 
turing Company of Los Angeles, 
whose bid of $16,329.40 was the 
lowest received. Award of the 
contracts for pump, gas engine 
and motor was delayed to an ad- 
journed meeting of the council 
Monday evening, in order to give 
City Service Manager O. S. Roen 
opportunity to make a careful 
check of the various bids receiv- 
ed. 

The proposed  10,000,000-gallon 
reservoir will be of sufficient ca- 
pacity to supply the entire city 
for a period of seven days in 
the event of a complete break- 
down of the city’s pumping plant, 
it is said, whereas the present 
main reservoir with a capacity 
of but 2,375,000 gallons would be 
able to cope with an emergency 
for only a few hours. The cost 
of this reservoir is estimated at 
$60,000, and it is said that a 
bond issue may be asked for to 
handle it. 

Because the booster pump at 
present in use is capable of lift- 
ing to the Eighth Street reservoir 
only 1,350 gallons of the 3,500 gal- 
lons now being pumped at the 
Fourth Street wells, the new 
booster pump is declared a ne- 
cessity. 

Paving Action Delayed 

Action on the proposed paving 
of portions of Laurel, Lemon and 
Sultana Avenues, Transit and B 
Streets, scheduled to have been 
taken tonight, was delayed until 
the adjourned meeting Monday 
evening in order to give engin- 
eers in the employ of the city 
time to complete the necessary 
profile maps.

Particularly in the Corona and 
San Dimas districts the growers 
have protested against the import- 
ation of fruit from Orange County 
and the western portion of Los An- 
geles County. It is claimed this 
fruit is infested with purple scale 
and mealey bug, two pests which 
have been kept from the interior 
districts. 

Two Alternatives Each Harmful 

In bringing infested fruit to 
these factories it is endangering 
the citrus industry in those dis- 
tricts. The’ by-preducts plants 
claim that they are dependent up- 
the coast districts for Valen- 
cias and late fruit and could not 
operate without such supplies. 

To close the plants would hurt 


the interior industry as well as 
that of the coast. The use of 
covered ‘wagons in which to trans- 
port them has met with some 


favor but would not eliminate the 
infection danger close to the by- 
products plants.

Mrs. Emmerson said that she | 
never sold the City of Ontario any 
merchandise nor was she in busi- 
ness, but admitted that she depos- 
ited the warrants in her account 
at a Los Angeles bank after en- 
dorsing them as “B. Emmerson.” 
She said she endorsed the war- 
rants and gave Huling their value 
in her own money at his request. 

According to the state’s charges 
the name of B. Emmerson was rep- 
resented to be the president of the 
California Metal Supply Compary, 
one of the fictitious firms paid 
thousands of dollars supposedly de- 
livered, the orders being approved 
by Alford, the convicted ex-city 
manager. 

Mother-in-Law in One Deal 

Mrs. E. S. O’Neal, mother-in-law 
of Huling, and also a resident of 
Los Angeles, testified that she had 
endorsed a city of Ontario warrant 
for $2800 at Huling’s request. She 
said she thought she “was signing 
a note,” and “did not pay much 
attention” to the warrant. The 
$2800 was traced by the state to 
a Lankershim bank, where it was 
alleged that it finally reached 
Huling and Alford. 
Indicating that Huling will lay 
his defense on his assertion that 
he was an innocent victim of Al- 
ford’s intrigue, as were the On- 
tario city trustees, his attorneys 
did not cross-examine Mrs. Emmer-
